I  have  the  honour  to  submil  my  seventh  annual  reporl  of 
the   University  of  Saskatchewan. 

The  year  ending  June  •"><>.  1915,  witnessed  the  graduation  of 
the  first  students  in  Agriculture  and  in  Law.  Twenty-four 
students  received  the  diploma  of  Associate  in  Agriculture,  one 
the  degree  in  Agriculture  and  eight  the  degree  in  Law.  The 
Associate  course  in  Agriculture  was  planned  for  the  sons  of  farm- 
ers, who  can  attend  the  College  during  the  winter  months  from 
November  to  March  for  three  years.  Nine-tenths  of  'lie  students 
in  Agriculture  take  the  Associate  Course.

To  our  staff  during  the  year  that  is  now  ended  have  come 
Professor  Underhill,  as  the  successor  of  Dr.  Oliver  in  History. 
Professor  Tisdale  in  Animal  Husbandry.  Professor  Thorvaldson 
in  Chemistry,  Professor  Morton  in  History  and  as  Librarian. 
Professor  MacKay  in  Dairying.  Mr.  Oliver  as  Lecturer  in  Engin- 
eering. Professor  Dines  in  Mathematics,  and  Professor  Xeilson 
in  Accounting.  The  University  has  been  fortunate  in  securing 
their  services. 

This  year  provision  was  made  for  physical  instruction  for 
women.  Miss  Hamilton  had  charge  of  this  work.  The  results 
are  so  good  that  we  have  decided  to  make  similar  provision  for 
the  men.  This  will  be  greatly  facilitated  by  the  completion  of 
the  new  building  which  includes  a  gymnasium  and  swimming 
pool. 

STUDENTS. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  for  the  year  was  445, 
or  63  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  There  was  an  increase 
in  every  department  except  Pharmacy.  The  lengthening  of  the 
term  in  Pharmacy  was  probably  the  cause  of  the  falling  off  in 
this  department.  The  total  number  of  students  each  year  since 
the  opening  is  given,  and  a  more  detailed  account  of  those  for

Russian,   Roumanian  and  Ruthenian. 

The  non-English  students  have  in  several  <-a-e<.  attained 
very  higlj  distinction.  May  1  remind  you  that  last  year's  mosl 
distinguished  gi'adiiate,  who  won  the  triple  distinction  of  Bigh 
Honors  in  Mathematics  and  Phys  -  gold  medal  and  a  travel- 
ling fellowship,  was  the  son  of  an  Italian  who  came  to  Canada 
not  many  years  ago.  This  year  the  Governor-General's  medal 
in  Agriculture  went  to  the  son  of  a  German  Mennonite,  and  his 
closest    competitor   is   of    Icelandic   origin.     Two   candidates   for 

the  (  rOVernor-(  reneral's  medal  in  Arts  were  found  to  have  attained 

an   unusually   high   standing.     One  is  a   young   Rumanian,   who 

has  been  in  the  country  hut  two  or  three  years.  One  of  the 
candidates  receiving  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Ait-  was  horn 
in  Russia  and  came  to  Canada  with  the  Doukhobors  about 
fifteen  years  ago. 

We  are  all  greatly  gratified  to  find  that  the  University  is 
appealing  to  students  of  the  different  nationalities  in  the  province, 
and  that  these  students  arc  attaining  such  high  distinction. 
Most  cordially  are  they  welcomed  to  the  University.  The  life 
of  this  province  is  being  greatly  enriched  by  the  artistic,  literary 
and  musical'  gifts  which  they  and  their  people  are  bringing  to  us. 
We  <>f  Canadian  birth  do  not  realize  to  the  full  how  much 
Saskatchewan  owe-  to  European  culture.  Every  musical  festival, 
each  convention.  Ik-  it  Grain  Growers',  Homemakers'  <>r  Munici- 
palities', hut  deepens  the  conviction  that  their  high  character  l- 
due  to  the  training  and  culture  of  Britain  and  the  continent  of 
Europe.     Unless  we  exert   ourselves  to  the  uttermost,  the  next 
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generation    will   fall    far   behind   the   presenl    in   intellectual   and 

art  i>t  ic  ;it  tainments. 

A  study  of  statistical  report-  of  the  greal  variety  and  the 
aumbers  of  the  differenl  races  settling  in  Canada  is  apt  to  suggesl 
gloomy  forebodings,  hut  a  close  contacl  with  the  work  of  our 
schools  Mini  colleges,  where  young  Canadians  of  widely  differenl 
origins  are  working,  living  and  playing  together,  inspires  great 
hope  fin-  the  future.  These  hoys  and  girls  are  showing  their 
elders   how  to  live  and   work  together  in   harmony. 

In  asking  the  non-English  to  learn  our  tongue  and  adapt 
themselves  to  Canadian  life,  we  do  not  wish  them  to  forget  their 
mother  tongue  or  to  cease  to  take  pride  and  pleasure  in  the 
literary,  artistic  and  historical  traditions  of  their  races.  We 
believe  that  the  man  who  forgets  the  ties  that  bind  him  to  his 
fathers  is  hut  a  poor  specimen  of  humanity.  We  respect  those 
who   respect    themselves. 

ENLISTMENT    OF    STUDENTS. 

This  University,  in  common  with  all  Universities  within  the 
Empire,  and  beyond,  has  been  deeply  affected  by  the  great  war. 
Over  two-thirds  of  the  students  of  Oxford  and  Cambridge  have 
left  their  colleges  to  serve  their  King.  From  some  of  the  colleges 
fully  80  per  cent,  have  gone.  In  Canada,  while  the  response  has 
not  been  numerically  as  great,  the  spirit  has  been  equally  ardent. 
From  this  University  prior  to  June  30,  70  men  enlisted  for  over- 
seas service,  including  Professors  Bateman  and  Brehaut,  and  the 
bursar.  They  went  from  every  department  of  the  University. 
Some  went  in  the  first  contingent,  a  large  group  in  the  28th 
Battalion  of  the  second,  a  group  of  36  in  the  Universities'  Com- 
pany of  the  38th  Battalion,  and  scattered  numbers  in  the  32nd, 
50th,  53rd,  1st  C.M.R.,  and  the  2nd  Universities'  Company. 
The  very  scattering  of  our  numbers  indicates  how  widespread 
and  unconcerted  was  the  response  to  our  Empire's  call.  Two 
of  our  students,  in  their  eagerness  to  serve,  underwent  serious 
operations.  To  them  and  to  their  companions  be  all  honor. 
They  are  giving  the  greatest  gifts  to  the  service  of  their  country 
and  the  cause  of  liberty.  To  the  parents  who  gave  what  was 
dearer  than  their  own  life,  we  accord  equal  honor.  Their  child- 
ren, no  less  than  they,  have  shown  that  they  are  made  of  the 
stuff  of  which  heroes  are  made.  Since  the  last  battle  of  Ypres 
we  Canadians  have  a  new  feeling.  The  glorious  bravery  of  our 
soldiers  has  reflected  glory  upon  our  nation.  A  feeling  of  pride, 
mingled  indeed,  with  deep  sorrow,  has  surged  through  our  people. 
We  can  now  hold  ourselves  erect  and  look  with  steadfast  eyes 
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into  the  faces  of  those  nations  whose  courage  and  fortitude  have 
passed  t  he  supreme  test . 

We  are  confidenl  thai  our  students  who  have  gone  forth 
will  bring  honor  and  glory  to  their  country  and  their  Univers 
Their  ranks  include  the  very  best  of  our  numbers  the  most 
generous,  the  mosl  unselfish,  the  mosl  intelligent,  the  most 
industrious,  as  well  as  the  mosl  daring  and  courageous.  When 
we  selected  the  phrase  "Deo  el  Patriae  '  For  <  rod  and  <  iounl 
;is  our  motto,  we  little  thought  thai  the  supreme  tesl  <>f  our 
devotion  to  our  country  was  so  near  :it   hand. 

EXTENSION    Wo  UK. 

The  activities  of  the  Extension   Department   fall  into  se\ 

ips.  There  i-.  first,  the  conventions  and  short  courses  held 
at  the  University.  The-'-  extended  from  loin-  days  to  three 
weeks.  Eight  were  held  and  the  attendance  approximated  <'><)(). 
There  is,  secondly,  the  short  courses  held  at  various  centre-  in 
the  province  extending  from  two  to  five  days.  Thirty-seven 
were  held,  and  the  attendance  exceeded  3,250.  There  are.  in  the 
third  place,  the  various  activities  c lucted  through  the  agricul- 
tural societies.  These  societies  increased  from  nil  to  ll<>  in  the 
year.  They  held  116  competitions  of  various  kinds,  attended 
by  over  8,000;  made  provision  for  241  institute  meetings,  attended 
by  about  10, 0(H)  and  held  loo  exhibitions,  whose  attendance 
cannot  be  accurately  estimated,  but  will  probably  average  500 
each.  In  the  fourth  group  is  the  work  of  the  Bomemak 
Clubs.  They  have  been  very  active  under  the  direction  of  the 
University.  In  three  years  their  number  has  risen  to  140,  and 
their  membership  must  be  in  the  vicinity  ^i  6,000.  Lastly,  there 
are  the  special  activities  in  which  the  University  co-operated  with 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  railways.  There  were 
the  better  farming  special  train,  running  for  five  weeks,  and 
attended  by  40,000  people;  the  two  dairy  specials,  running  this 
spring  for  two  weeks,  holding  L03  meetings  and  attended  by 
6,564  people. 

The  Extension  Department,  at  a  very  modest  estimate, 
reached  directly  over  125,000  people  and  benefitted  indirectly  a 
great  many  more.

The  late  Mrs.  Mary  Copland  bequeathed  the  sum  of  $2,000 
to  the  University  to  endow  a  Scholarship  in  memory  of  her 
husband.

Mr.  R.  \Y.  Shannon  offered  the  sum  of  $50  a  year  to  be 
given  to  the  mosl  distinguished  studenl  in  the  graduating  class 
in  Law. 

Mr.  Malcolm  Munro  is  offering  two  prizes  of  $25  each  to 
the  besl  student   in  the  classes  of  Firsl  and  Second  Hebrew. 

Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  McCraney,  the  University  has 
received  bound  copies  of  the  recent  issues  of  Hansard,  and  of 
Sessional  and  other  papers. 

The  sum  of  $100  was  received  from  Mr.  John  Dixon  for  a 
Scholarship  in  Agriculture. 

The  Architectural  Association  authorised  the  expenditure  of 
$600  for  hooks  on  Architecture  to  be  placed  in  the  University 
Library,  for  the  use,  primarily,  of  the  members  of  the  Association, 
and  also  of  students  of  Architecture.  This  is  one  of  the  happy 
results  of  the  affiliation  with  that  Society. 

As  previously  announced,  the  Medical  Council  ha-  placed 
its  library  of  medical  hooks  in  tin-  University.  These  hook-  are 
for  the  use  of  members  of  the  medical  profession.  The  Univer- 
sity provides  free  room,  and  the  Librarian  will  .-end  out  i  lie 
books  to  members  of  the  prof,— ion  m  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Association.  The  Library  i-  :i  valuable  one. 
consisting  of  recent  hooks,  and  purchased  :it  :i  cosl  of  $3,000. 
It  has  been  in  operation  for  the  lasl  few  month-,  and  is  working 
satisfactorily.  I  believe  that  the  members  of  the  profession  are 
receiving  considerable  benefil .

ADVISOR'S    COl    N'CIL    I.N    AGRICULTURE. 

The  Advisory  Council  in   Agriculture  met  January  5,   1916, 

in  the  University  and  received  a  report  of  the  work  of  the  College 

Agriculture  for  the  year  1915.     Letters  regretting  inability  to 

attend  the  meeting  owing  to  illness  were  read  from  Mr.  Angus 

McKay  of  Indian   Head,  and   Mr.  John  Dixon,  of  Maple  Creek. 

The  Council  deeply  regrets  the  vacancy  in  its  ranks  caused 
by  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Fred  W.  Green.  Mr.  Green  was 
ever  alert  to  the  best  interests  of  the  farmers'  sons  and  daughters. 
He  scrutinized  the  programme  of  studies,  took  careful  note  of 
the  equipment  and  staff,  and  above  all  of  the  great  advantages 
that  students  at  this  institution  enjoyed  in  the  good  fellowship 
that  existed  between  the  students  of  the  College  of  Agriculture 
and  those  of  the  other  Colleges  and  affiliated  Colleges  of  the 
University. 

Dean  Rutherford  has  reported  to  the  Council  that  the 
attendance  in  this  year's  freshman  class  is  much  greater  than 
that  of  last  year,  and  that  the  quality  of  the  students  is  fully 
up  to  the  high  standard  of  that  of  former  years.  The  College 
is  still  in  its  infancy.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  young  men 
pursuing  their  studies  here  wall  so  profit  from  the  advantages 
offered  them  that  when  they  return  to  take  up  the  work  on  the 
farm  they  will  be  not  only  good  farmers,  but  that  they  will 
avail  themselves  of  the  great  opportunities  afforded  in  every 
locality  of  Saskatchewan,  becoming  leaders  in  rural  betterment 
and  in  good  citizenship. 

We  have  heard  with  much  satisfaction  of  the  excellent 
investigation  work  that  is  being  carried  on  by  the  Department 
of  Field  Husbandry,  Animal  Husbandry  and  Agricultural  Engin- 
eering in  co-operatiion  with  the  Science  Departments  of  the 
University.  The  results  of  the  investigations  as  soon  as  they 
can  become  available  should  have  far-reaching  effects  upon  the 
agi  iculture  and  the  prosperity  of  this  province.  All  the  questions 
in  regard  to  tillage,  choice  of  crops,  etc.,  cannot  be  answered 
from  here,  but  it  is  proposed  to  investigate  such  problems  in  a 
number  of  localities  that  differ  from  this  in  character  of  soil  and 
climate  and  to  institute  a  demonstration  farm  system  on  the 
farms  of  successful  farmers — a  demonstration  system  that  will 
demonstrate  and  be  free  from  the  damaging  accusation  that  is 
has  government  money  behind  it. 

Much  needed  information  is  being  provided  in  the  form  of 
popular    bulletins.     The    Agricultural    Engineering    Department 
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and  the  Animal  Husbandry  and  Poultry  Departments,  in  co- 
operation with  the  Forest  Branch  of  the  British  Columbia 
Government,  have,  during  the  pasl  summer,  prepared  and  pub- 
lished a  scries  of  ten  bulletins  on  buildings  for  the  prairie  farms. 
These  have  been  endorsed  by  our  own  Minister  of  Agriculture. 
So  far  as  your  Council  has  had  opportunity  to  study  them,  they 
appear  complete  and  should  be  of  greal  value  in  furnishing  hints 
in  prospecl  ive  builders. 

The  Dairy  Department  has  published  two  bulletins  one  on 
Buttermaking  on  the  Farm  and  one  on  the  Use  of  the  Babcock 
Tester.  The  Animal  Husbandry  Departmenl  has  a  bulletin 
neatly  ready  for  distribution  on  the  killing  and  dressing  of  pork 
and  the  curing  of  pork  and  beef  on  the  farm.  These  may  all 
be  had  on  application  to  the  Director  of  Extension  Work.  Num- 
erous leaflets  dealing  with  tillage  and  crops  have  been  prepared 
by  the  Field  Husbandry  Department,  and  both  bulletins  and 
leaflets  have  been  published  on  the  different  phases  of  the  poultry 
work.  Copies  of  these  may  be  had  on  application  to  the  Director 
of  Extension  Work. 

The  work  of  the  Extension  Department  has  been  reported 
upon  at  some  length.  It  is  mosl  varied,  extensive  and  far- 
reaching,  and  the  results  to  the  province  and  to  the  Dominion 
should  be,  as  they  are  to  us,  most  gratifying. 

Six  years  ago  there  were  no  short  courses  held  in  the  prov- 
ince. Last  year  there  were  upwards  of  thirty  ;tt  different  points 
in  the  province,  at  each  of  which  emphasis  was  laid  upon  the 
most    approved   methods  of  tillage   for   the   successful    raising  of 

crops;  the  value  of  good  live  stock  and  poultry  as  an  aid  t< re 

successful  farming;  women's  work  in  the  home  and  community. 
The  ploughing  matches,  of  which  there  were  sixty-one.  constitute 
a  very  important  feature  of  the  extension  work.  Good  ploughing 
is  the  foundation  for  successful  agriculture  the  making  of  :i 
good  ^■c<\  bed,  the  eradication  of  creeping  rooted  grasses,  i 
bushes,  etc..  ami  the  eradication  of  weeds  in  general. 

The  Good  Farming  Trains,  run  in  co-operation  with  the 
Departmenl  of  Agriculture  and  the  railroad  companies,  reached 
a  very  large  number  of  men  and  women  directly  engaged  in 
agriculture  and  there  are  many  evidences  of  an  awakened  interest, 
due  to  this  school  on  wheels,  carrying  well  selected  horses,  cattle, 
sheep,  swine  and  poultry,  a  car  of  mechanical  appliances  for  the 
farm,  home  and  barns,  a  car  of  poultry  appliances,  a  car  fitted 
up  for  teaching  and  demonstrating  tillage  and  crop  production, 
a  car  for  home  management    demonstrations  and  ;t   nursery  car 
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in  which  the  children  were  cared  for  while  the  mothers  were  in 
attendance  at  the  lectures.  With  this  equipment  and  manned 
by  the  besl  instructors  the  College  could  send,  the  Agricultural 
College  on  wheels  covered  the  C.P.R.  lines  east  and  west  of 
Saskatoon  from  the  Alberta  to  the  Manitoba  boundaries  as  it 
had  done  on  the  lines  in  the  south  and  west   the  year  before. 

The  summer  fairs,  of  which  there  were  113 — seed  fairs  52. 
stallion  shows,  standing  crops  and  good  farming  competitions 
were  all  instrumental  in  bringing  together  large  numbers  of 
interested  people  who  are  helped  through  their  contact  with 
representatives  from  the  College.  The  Homemakers'  Convention 
at  the  University  and  local  meetings  have  been  the  means  of 
bringing  much  helpfulness  and  cheer  to  the  women  of  the  farms. 

It  is  of  much  interest  to  the  Council,  and  should  be  to  you, 
to  know  that  summer  courses  have  been  provided  at  the  College 
for  teachers  who  serve  in  the  rural  schools  of  Saskatchewan.  The 
course  covers  such  topics  as  nature  study,  school  gardening,  etc., 
but  above  all  is  the  advantage  that  accrues  to  you  and  your 
children  through  these  teachers  assembling  here  and  becoming 
acquainted  with  agricultural  teachers  and  their  methods;  of 
seeing  the  laboratories — fields,  gardens,  barns,  stock,  poultry, 
etc. — and  then  returning  with  a  new  point. of  view,  with  the 
agricultural  idea.  At  the  same  time  the  teachers  of  science  in 
the  high  schools  and  Collegiate  Institutes  gathered  here  for  work 
in  science  and  agriculture,  and  the  public  school  inspectors  met 
along  with  these  to  participate  in  the  work  and  to  confer  with 
each  other  upon  questions  relating  to  greater  efficiency  in  the 
work  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the  province. 

We  visited  classes  yesterday  and  also  paid  an  interexting  visit 
to  The  different  outside  departments  of  the  College,  including 
the  poultry,  barns,  field  husbandry,  including  the  provincial 
seed  fair  now  in  progress,  the  engineering  and  farm  machinery 
departments,  and  found  all  in  good  working  order,  with  good 
equipment  and  facilities  for  teaching  the  subject  matter  in  con- 
nection with  these  various  and  more  practical  branches.  We  are 
of  tiie  opinion  that  many  more  young  men  should  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunities  offered  here  for  securing  a  good  all- 
round  education  that  will  fit  them  better  for  life  and  its  respon- 
sibilities.
